After an extensive discussion relating to the originally filed disclosure and the Office action mailed on August 6, 2008, 
it was agreed that finality would be removed and the aforementioned Office action vacated because these were 
based on an incomplete understanding of the applicant's invention. Examiner Ciric and Attorney Haverstock then 
discussed how best to clarify the drawings and the claims in order to place the application in condition for allowance. 
It was agreed that variious minor informalities in the claims would be corrected via examiner's amendment, whereas 
Figures 3A and 3B would be corrected to match the originally filed disclosure Attorney Haverstock subseguently 
approved the proposed examiner's amendment, thus placing the application in condition for allowance .
